(SALE OF PROPERTY) 


The total number of votes cast for Prop- 
osition No. 3: ‘“‘Shall the City Council be 
authorized to sell the west 120 feet of the 
north 100 feet of Lot 34, Bassett’s Subd., 
City of Lansing, being a small portion of 
Bassett Park, for the sum of $2,300.00 said 
sum being the fair market value of the 
property, to the Board of Education of 
Lansing for school purposes, said property 
to revert to the City of Lansing at the 
same price when no longer used for school 
purposes ?”” was 22,275 votes. 


17,842 votes were cast in favor of the 
proposition. 


4,433 votes were cast against the proposi- 
tion.

PROPOSITION NO. 4 
(SALE OF PROPERTY) 


The whole number of votes cast for 
Proposition No. 4: ‘‘Shall the City Council 
be authorized to sell approximately 3 
acres of an unused strip of Evergreen 
Cemetery, in the City of Lansing, to the 
Michigan State Highway Department, for 
a connector route into the City of Lansing 
from the new State and Federal by-pass 
highway, for the sum of $40,000.00, said 
sum being the fair market value of the 
property as appraised?” was 22,125 votes. 


17,895 votes were cast in favor of the 
proposition. 


4.230 votes were cast against the proposi- 
tion. 


Motion made by Mr. Pressley, supported 
by Mr. Lavey, that the larger number of 
votes were cast in favor of the Sale of the 
Property the proposition was declared 
carried.
